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RULES OF ORDER. 



1. After the usual opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall 
read the Minutes of the previous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion 
shall have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member 
of the Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Confer- 
ence shall rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be 
entitled to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all 
who may desire to speak shall have spoken; nor more than fifteen min- 
utes at a time, without leave of the Conference. 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend; 
but a motion to adjoqrn shall always be in order; and this, as well as a 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon 
the call of any member, such question shall be divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open 
doors, unless otherwise ordered by the Conference. 

11. Any question may be reconsidered, on the motion of any member 
who may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous questipn, and such call shall 
be sanctioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question 
shall then be put. 

13. Each committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, 
unless the chairman be designated by the Conference or the President in 
the appointinent of the committee. 

14. The members of the Conference shall assemble in the Conference- 
room punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no 
member shall- absent himself from the place of Conference session with- 
out leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, when charges are preferred against a mem- 
ber of Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day 
of the session, that, if it be judged proper, his name may be called, and 
the case referred to a committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall be subject to arrest of character 
without having been timely furnished, wherever practicable, with a written 
copy of the charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon 
the call of fifteen members. 
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ABSTRACT OF THE DAILY JOURNAL. 



First Day. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Wednesday, September i, 1875. 

The Cincinnati Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church began its Twenty-fourth Session in Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
Church, of this city, this morning at nine o’clock, Bishop E. Gr. An- 
drews presiding, and Bishops Ames and Foster being present. 

Bishop Andrews read the lesson from the Epistle to the Philippians 
and the two hundred and thirteenth hymn, after the singing of which 
Bev. M. Dustin and Dr. M’Cabe led the devotions of the Conference in 
prayers. The Conference then united in singing the five hundred and 
twenty-fourth and the two hundred and sixty-ninth hymns. 

The sacrament of the Lord’s-supper was then administered to the 
ministry and laity present. 

The Secretary of the last session called the roll of the Conference, and 
one hundred and twenty members responded to their names. 

W. H. Sutherland, Secretary ; D. J. Starr, Assistant Secretary ; A. 
M. Griffith, Recording Secretary ; F. G. Mitchell, Statistical Secretary ; 
R. E. Smith, Assistant Statistical Secretary j and W. J. Quarry, Secre- 
tary of Railroad Passes, were elected. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of E. A. Higgins from the New 
England to the Cincinnati Conference, and he was introduced. 

The time of the daily session was fixed as follows : Conference to open 
at eight o’clock, and close at a quarter before twelve o’clock A. M., the 
first forty-five minutes being for devotional services. 

The Rules of Order of the last session were adopted.

W. Herr presented a paper, which was adopted, calling for the ap- 
pointment of a Committee to report upon arrangements for the delivery 
of the Centennial sermon by Dr. Moody and the proper observance of 
the coming Centennial by Churches within the Cincinnati Conference.

R. S. Rust, J. F. Conrey, T. J, Harris, L. F. Van Cleve were so appointed. 

On motion of G. Moody, it was ordered that all subjects relating to 
the desecration of the Sabbath be referred to the Committee on Sabbath 
Observance. 

On motion of J. F. Marlay, the Committee on Nominations was in-, 
structed to report the names of a Committee on Nominations for next 
year. 

Bishop Andrews announced that the Conference was authorized to 
draw on the Chartered Fund for thirty dollars, and the draft was ordered. 

Conference ordered that the preachers should report the amounts of 
their benevolent collections in connection with the calling of their names. 

The Tenth Question was taken up. G. Moody, Presiding Elder of 
Ripley District, represented his work, and his character and that of each 
elder in the Ripley District was passed, the brethren in charge reporting 
their collections. 

On motion, a Committee was ordered to consider and report upon the 
law questions involved in the decisions rendered in the late trials of 
brother Lukemeyer, of Batavia Circuit. W. Young, M. Dustin, T. H. 
Pearne, J. F. Marlay, and A. Lowrey were appointed said Committee. 

The time was extended. 

T. J. Harris was appointed to receive money for the Conference 
Stewards. 

After the giving of notices. Conference was adjourned with the bene- 
diction by Bishop Ames. 
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Second Day. 

Thursday Morning, September 2, 1875. 

Conference opened at eight o’clock with a prayer-meeting, conducted 
by Rev. M. Kauffman. At its close, Bishop Andrews took the chair. 
The Journal of yesterday was read, and approved. 

J. W. Sutherland was appointed to receive Bishops’ money. 

An invitation from A. C. Scott, Superintendent of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, on behalf of its Managers, expressing fraternal 
regards, and tendering courteous favors to members of Conference, was 
read, and the invitation was accepted. 

A paper from Dr. Butler, relating to the high character and usefulness 
of the Rev. C. W. Drees, a missionary in Mexico, was read, and his 
transfer to the Cincinnati Conference was announced by Bishop Andrews. 
The paper was ordered to be published in the Minutes. 

M. A. Richards, W. I. Fee, J. F. Marlay, and A. Lowrey were ap- 
pointed to represent the Conference in fraternal correspondence with 
brother Drees. 

Documents on the Book Concern were received, and referred to the 
"Committee on Periodicals. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of Earl Cranston from the Indiana 
to the Cincinnati Conference. 

A document on the support of the Bishops was referred to the pre- 
siding elders. 

Drs. J. M. Trimble and J. M. Reid, Prof. Wells, Dr. Muller, and 
brothers Rothweiler, Rice, Zimmerman, Leavitt, and Belleville were in- 
troduced to the Conference. 

Dr. Rust, L. Clark, S. B. Smith, T. H. Pearne, J. F. Marlay, J. R. 
Wright, J. Cochnower, Dr. J. Davis, and W. Smith were added to the 
Committee on Education. 

The names of the Committee on Nominations and Prison Reform were 
presented, and the nominees were elected. 

Bishop Ames took the chair. 

Hillsboro District was called, and S. D. Clayton, Presiding Elder, rep- 
resented his work; after which, his character, and that of each elder in 
his district, was passed, the collections being reported. 

Bishop Foster took the chair. 

J. Pearson was appointed to receive funds for the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society. 
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Springfield District was called, and J. W. Cassatt represented the state 
of his work; after which, his character, and that of each elder in his 
district, was passed, the usual reports of collections being given. 

Dayton District was called, and the state of his work represented hy 
Dr. J. W. Weakley; after which, his character, and that of each elder 
of his district, was passed, the usual reports of collections being made. 

Rev. brother Briggs, of the United Brethren Church, was introduced 
as the fraternal delegate of the Miami Conference of that denomination, 
and addressed the Conference. 

W. N. Williams was appointed responding fraternal delegate to the 
Miami Conference. 

On motion, the hour of adjournment was changed to twelve o’clock. 

A communication from the Union Bethel, inviting the Conference to 
visit that institution, was received, and accepted. 

On motion, the election of delegates to the General Conference was 
made the order of the day to-morrow at half-past ten o’clock. 

S. Weeks was appointed to lead the prayer-meeting to-morrow morn- 
ing; and after the giving of notices. Conference adjourned, with the 
benediction by W. Young. 



Third Day. 

Friday Morning, September 3 , 1875 . 

Conference opened at eight o’clock, with a prayer-meeting led by 
Rev. S. Weeks. At a quarter before nine o’clock Bishop Andrews took 
the chair, and the Journal of yesterday was read, amended, and ap- 
proved. 

The Committee on the State of the Church reported in part. 

J. F. Conrey presented a paper as a substitute for the first item. C. 
H. Payne offered an amendment to the substitute, which was laid on the 
table, and the vo^e was ordered and taken, by ayes and noes, on the 
adoption of the substitute. The substitute was adopted, 146 having 
voted, 124 in the affirmative, and 22 against it. 

The vote on the second item was ordered, and taken, by ayes and 
noes. The item was adopted, 141 voting, 99 in the affirmative, and 32 
against it. 

Following this vote, the Bishop announced that the whole paper was 
adopted. 
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C. F. Gowdy was appointed to receive the money collected for the 
Tract Cause. 

The Fourth Question was taken up, “ Who are admitted into full con- 
7iection V' 

Daniel L. Aultman was called forward and briefly addressed by 
the Bishop. After satisfactorily answering the disciplinary questions, 
and favorable representations by his presiding elder and examiners, he 
was admitted into full connection, and elected to deacon’s orders. 

On motion, the order of the day was taken up, and it was ordered 
that the four persons having the largest number of votes, such votes 
being a majority of the whole number of votes cast, shall be declared 
elected delegates to the General Conference. 

S. Weeks, T. Collett, George H. Dart, and W. I. Fee were appointed 
tellers; and after collecting the votes of the members, retired, F. G. 
Mitchell accompanying them as secretary. 

Dr. J. M. Reid, Secretary of the Missionary Society, was invited for- 
ward by Bishop Andrews, and ' addressed the Conference in relation to 
the Missionary Cause. 

On motion, the time of the session was extended. 

The tellers reported as follows: Whole vote cast, 141; necessary to a 
choice, 72. Dr. J. M. Walden having received 89 votes, was declared 
elected. 

A communication from Rev. J. Emery was referred to Committee on 
Public Worship. 

An invitation from the Merchants’ Exchange was received with 
thanks. 

Papers were referred to committees, and notices given out; after 
which Conference adjourned, with benediction by W. Herr. 



Fourth Day. 

Saturday Morning, September 4, 1875. 

Conference opened at eight o’clock, with the usual prayer-meeting, 
led by Rev. J. J. Hill. At a quarter to nine o’clock Bishop Andrews 
took the chair and the Journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Dr. Walden presented a paper expressing the sympathy and regards 
of the Conference to brothers Bontecou, J. G. Black, and H. G. Middle- 
ton, in their affliction. The expression was adopted, and brother Walden 
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was appointed to communicate the action of the Conference to these 
brethren by telegraph. 

Dr. Walden presented a communication from the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, which was accepted with thanks. 

The Tenth Question was resumed. C. W. Ketcham, Presiding Elder 
of the West Cincinnati District, represented his work, and his character 
and the characters of the elders of his district were passed, the usual 
collections being reported. 

On motion of Dr. Walden the Conference expressed that it would be 
its pleasure to receive the Lay Electoral Conference at such time as 
might be convenient to that body. 

The Tenth Question .was resumed. J. F. Chalfant, Presiding Elder, 
represented the East Cincinnati District, and his character and that of 
each Elder in his district was passed, the usual reports of collections 
being made. 

Conference proceeded to ballot for the three remaining delegates to 
the General Conference, with the following results : Number of votes cast, 
136; necessary to a choice, 69. A. Lowrey having received 71 votes 
was declared elected. 

The Seventh Question, “ Who have been elected and ordained Elders f' 
was taken up; and Lucien M. Davis, Charles J. Wells, Lafayette Young, 
Daniel L. Hayward, Charles H. Kalbfus, A. E. Higgins, and John 
Wilson were elected to elders’ orders, those in charge having reported 
their collections. 

Bishop Andrews read a communication from the Lay Electoral Con- 
ference, proposing to meet this Conference at a quarter past eleven o’clock 
this morning. By a rising vote the Conference requested Bishop 
Andrews and Foster to respond to their address on behalf of our 
body. 

Conference proceeded to ballot for the remaining two delegates to 
General Conference, with the following results : Whole number of votes 
cast, 132 ; necessary to a choice, 67 ; there was no election. 

The Nineteenth Question, “Have any Local Preachers been ordained?"' 
was taken up ; and Davis W. Clark, from the East Cincinnati District ; 
L. E. Grennan, from the West Cincinnati District ; Jacob E. H. Sent- 
man, John P. Nine, George Firth, from the Dayton District; A. N. 
Barlow, from the Springfield District ; Hezekiah Hill, from the Hills- 
boro District; James F. M’Colm, John W. Burdsall, of the Ripley 
District, having been duly recommended and favorably represented, were 
elected to deacons’ orders. 
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Hiram Johnson, of the West Cincinnati District, was elected to elders’ 
orders. 

Rev. H. 0. Sheldon, J. M’K. Reiley, Dr. Kynett, Rev. Hutchison, of 
the Presbyterian Church ; Rev. P. C. Prugh, of the Reformed Church ; 
Dr. Nast and Professor Williams were introduced to the Conference. 

Conference proceeded to ballot for the remaining two delegates to 
General Conference, with the following result : Whole number of votes 
cast, 135 ; necessary to a choice, 68. J. F. Marlay, having received 78 
votes, was declared elected. 

Conference Stewards made their preliminary report. 

On motion of W. Young, W. E. Hines was added to the list of Con- 
ference Claimants. 

The presence of the Lay Electoral Conference having been announced, 
the Bishop requested Drs. Walden and Rust to escort them to reserved 
seats in the body of the Conference, and introduced Judge Meek, Chair- 
man of the Lay Electoral Conference, who addressed the Cincinnati 
Conference on behalf of the Laymen. 

Bishop Andrews appropriately responded to the address of Judge 
Meek, and was followed by Bishop Foster in a few remarks, chiefly 
confirming the impressive and eloquent address of Bishop Andrews. 

After the singing of the Doxology, by the entire assembly. Judge 
Meek replied to the suggestions in the remarks of the Bishop, accepting, 
on behalf of the laity, the responsibilities laid upon them in relation to 
the temporalities of the Church. 

Col. W. R. Warnock, one of the Lay Delegates to the General Con- 
ference, being invited forward, addressed the Conference in a very happy 
and hopeful speech. 

Dr. Moody made a characteristic speech on the Scripturalncss of 
our organization. 

Brother T. A. Stevens led the Congregation in singing — 

“ Blest be the tie that hinds 
Our hearts in Christian love.” 

The effect was melting and thrilling, and, after fervent congratulations 
and shaking of hands. Bishop Andrews led the devotions of the Confer- 
ence in a very fervent prayer. 

On motion of Dr. Walden, the Lay Delegates were requested to remain 
with us, if convenient, to the close of the session. 

Conference proceeded to ballot for the remaining delegate to General 
Conference, with the following result: Number of votes cast, 117 ; neces- 
sary to a choice, 59. There was no election. 
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The time of the session was extended. 

Rev. L. F. Van Cleve presented the report of the Committee on the 
Springfield High School. 

Bishop Andrews presented an invitation to the Conference to attend 
the session of the St. John’s Sabbath-school to-morrow. The invitation 
was accepted with thanks. 

Rev. W. I. Ellsworth exhibited to the Conference a silver-headed 
walking-cane, made of wood taken from the first Protestant and Metho- 
dist Church built in the State of Michigan in 1818, and presented to the 
senior Bishop, T. A. Morris, by the Michigan Annual Conference. Dr. 
J. F. Marlay was invited forward, and was addressed by Brother Ells- 
worth in a few words on behalf of the family of Bishop Morris, and 
presented with the cane as a token of their appreciation of his labors in 
preparing the biography of Bishop Morris. 

Dr. Marlay, in accepting the gift, paid a grateful tribute to the mem- 
ory of Bishop Morris. 

Conference proceeded to ballot for the remaining General Conference 
delegate, with the following result; Number of votes cast, 106; neces- 
sary to a choice, 54. G. Moody, having received 57 votes, was declared 
elected. 

On motion, Conference adjourned with theDoxology, and the benedic- 
tion by Dr. J. F. Wright. 

Fifth Day. 

Monday Morning, September 6, 1875. 

The daily session was opened at eight o’clock, with a prayer-meeting 
led by the Rev. S. B. Smith. At a quarter before nine o’clock. Bishop 
Andrews took the chair; and after prayer by Rev. S. D. Clayton, the 
Journal of Saturday was read, and approved. 

On motion of Dr. M’Cabe, it was agreed to have an evening session of 
the Conference, beginning at a quarter before eight o’clock, to consider 
educational matters. 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, the Stewards were instructed to be 
governed by the regulations of previous years. 

The Rev. Thomas Harwood, Superintendent of our Missions in New 
Mexico, and Rev. J. H. Roberts, of that work, were introduced to tlie 
Conference. 

Bishop Andrews presented to the Conference the recommendations of 
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the Quarterly Conference of La Junta Mission, New Mexico, of James 
Harvey Roberts to be received into the traveling connection and ordained 
to deacon’s orders. After proper representations, and the usual disci- 
plinary examinations, he was received upon probation into the Cincinnati 
Annual Conference; and, under the provisions for the ordination of mis- 
sionaries, he was ordained a deacon by Bishop Andrews. 

J. F. Chalfant presented and read the report of the Special Committee 
on the Hillsboro College. 

On motion of M. Dustin, after discussion of the subject, the paper was 
recommitted to the Committee, with instructions to make an intelligent 
and definite report upon the unpaid subscriptions to the Hillsboro Col- 
lege, and to recommend a plan for raising the deficiency. 

On motion of Dr. Walden, Conference requested a copy of Dr. Moody’s 
Centennial Sermon, for publication by the Book Concern. 

W. Herr reported certain collections and donations to the Preachers’ 
Relief Society of the Cincinnati Conference. 

Conference proceeded to ballot for two reserve delegates to General 
Conference, with the following result: Number of votes cast, 123; 
necessary to a choice, 62. W. H. Sutherland having received 67, was 
declared the first reserve delegate. 

Conference then balloted for the second reserve delegate, with the fol- 
lowing result: Votes cast, 97; necessary to a choice, 49. R. S. Rust 
having received 57 votes, was declared elected the second reserve dele- 
gate to the ensuing General Conference. 

On motion, the Committee on Centennial Observance were instructed 
to report a recommendation that the Centennial collections, to the extent 
of thirty thousand dollars, be appropriated to the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. 

The Eighth Question, “TfAo are the Supernumerary Preachersf' was 
taken up. 

Communications relating to M. J. Cramer were presented and read ; 
after which* M. J. Cramer, M. P. Gaddis, W. H. Lawder, A. Meharry, 
P. A. Ogden, James F. Chalfant, J. S. Peregrine, G. W. Fee, G. W. 
Parrott, and A. Lowrey were given a supernumerary relation. 

Dr. Day, of the United Brethren Church; Dr. Ralston, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church-South; Dr. Newton, of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and Rev. Earl Cranston were introduced. Dr. Newton briefly 
addressed the Conference, making a touching reference to the memory of 
Bishop Kingsley, with whom he was in Palestine at the time of the 
Bishop’s sudden death. 
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Judge M. B. Hagans, by invitation, addressed the Conference in rela- 
tion to the property of the Springfield High School, and was thanked for 
his services in relation thereto by a rising vote of Conference. 

W. Herr read the report of the Sub-committee on the Springfield High 
School. Rev. L. F. Van Cleve read the first item of the report of the 
Committee on High-school, after which the report was recommitted. 

The time was extended to receive the final report of the Stewards, 
which was adopted. 

After the giving of notices, Conference adjourned with the Doxology, 
and the benediction by Dr. C. H. Payne. 



EVENING- SESSION. 

Monday Evening, September 6, 1875. 

Conference convened at eight o’clock, Bishop Andrews in the chair. 
Dr. Rust leading the devotions of the Conference in prayer. The Journal 
of the morning session was read, and approved. 

Rev. S. B. Smith presented, in part, the report of the Committee on 
Education. 

Rev. S. D. Clayton moved the adoption of the report. 

Bishop Andrews and Dr. C. H. Payne then addressed the Conference 
in a very impressive manner in relation to the subject of education. 

Dr. J. M. Trimble, in response to an invitation, briefly and effectively 
spoke in advocacy of the same cause. 

Calls were then made for subscriptions, and thirty persons responded, 
by taking shares of one hundred dollars each. 

The report of the Committee was adopted as a whole. 

On motion, the Secretary of this Conference was instructed to transmit 
the action of this Conference, in relation to this subject, to the other 
patronizing conferences in the State of Ohio. 

C. W. Ketcliam offered a resolution that, in the opinion of this Con- 
ference, the Methodists of Ohio ought to raise, during this Centennial 
year, at least half a million of dollars in behalf of the Ohio Wesleyan 
University. It was adopted. 

Rev. W. L. Hypes was appointed to lead the prayer-meeting to-morrow 
morning. 

On motion, the Conference adjourned, with the benediction by Bishop 
Andrews. 
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Sixth Day. 

Tuesday Morning, September 7, 1875. 

Conference opened at eight o’clock with a prayer-meeting led by the 
Rev. W. L. Hypes. At a quarter to nine o’clock Bishop Andrews took 
the chair. The Journal of last evening’s session was read and approved. 

The Ninth Question, “ IFAo are the Superannuated Preachers?'' was 
taken up. 

The characters of J. C. Maddy, W. N. Maxey, J. Barton, J. W. 
Stone, B. Glasscock, D. Callahan, A. Murphy, E. H. Field, N. Callender, 
J. A. Reeder, T. A. G. Phillips, R. Brandriff, S. Brown, B. Warnock, 
W. I. Ellsworth, D. Kemper, J. L. Grover, J. C. Bontecou, D. H. 
Sargent, W. Webster, N. M’Donald, R. A. Arthur, J. C. Deem were 
passed, and they were continued in a superannuated relation. W. E. 
Hines was also given a superannuated relation. P. A. Ogden was given 
a supernumerary relation with appointment. A. Meharry was given a 
supernumerary relation without work. 

The Third Question, “ Who remain on trial?" was taken up. 

Delos R. Baker, Wm. J. Baker, John A. Easton, James F. M’Colm, 
G. M* Hammel, John H. Davis, John W. Gaddis, and Charles W. Drees 
were continued on trial, after favorable representations from their ex- 
aminers and presiding elders, those in charge having reported their 
collections. 

The Sixth Qestion, “ Who are the Deacons of the second class ?" was 
taken up. 

John W. Sutherland, having passed his examinations as a deacon of 
the second class, was given a supernumerary relation at his own request. 
W. N. Brodbeck, Joseph C. Boltin, W. H. Smith, W. F. Mappin, and 
John C. Ambrose, after being favorably represented by their examiners 
and presiding elders, were passed as deacons of the second class, those in 
charge having reported their collections. 

On motion, it was ordered that J. C. Boltin, J. C. Ambrose, W. F. 
Mappin, who have not passed their examinations on Whateley’s Logic, 
be examined on that subject next year. 

Jas. F. Chalfant and G. W. Fee were granted a supernumerary 
relation. 

The Twenty-second Question, “ When and where shall the next Confer- 
ence he held ?" was taken up. 

Invitations from Ripley, Greenfield, Troy, Piqua, Urbana, Oxford, and 
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Xenia were presented, and the claims of these respective points were 
considered, after which Conference agreed, by a large vote, to hold its 
next session at Oxford, Greenfield having been withdrawn in favor of 
that place. ' 

Leave of absence was granted to S. W, Carey. 

The Committee on Law Questions presented their report, and the 
whole subject was laid upon the table. 

W. I. Ellsworth presented the report of the Committee on the Spring- 
field High-school, which was read and adopted item by item, and the 
whole report was adopted. 

On motion of C. W. Ketcham, it was agreed to hold an afternoon 
session of Conference, beginning at half-past two o’clock, and an evening 
session, beginning at a quarter to eight o’clock, for memorial services. 

The time of the session was extended. 

On motion, it was agreed that Conference should go in a body to visit 
the Art Hall of the Exposition, on invitation of the Managers, at four 
o’clock this afternoon. 

It was ordered that the new Board of Trustees be furnished with a 
copy of the report on the Springfield High-school. 

Rev. W. H. Pearne, of the New Jersey Conference, and Hon. Will 
Cumback, of Indiana, were introduced. 

Bishop Andrews appointed J. M. Walden to preside at the afternoon 
session and A. Lowrey to preside at the evening session. 

After notices. Conference adjourned with the benediction by Bishop 
Andrews. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

) Tuesday Afternoon, September 7, 1875. 

Conference met at half-past two o’clock. Dr. J. M. Walden presid- 
ing by appointment of Bishop Andrews.

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

Ohio Wesleyan University. 

This is the chief institution of learning in our denomination in the 
State of Ohio. It is the educational heart of the Church within the 
limits of its patronage. Its power and efficiency are attested by the 
abundance and character of its fruit. Our Conference and our homes 
have been blessed by its influence. Though much has been done, more 
might have been done and more should be done. The degree of effici- 
ency must be determined largely by financial ability. The endowment 
is insufficient for present demands, much less to furnish the conditions 
of continued growth. The Trustees are obliged to limit their work 
because of insufficient means. After expending the annual income as 
economically as possible, there is an annual deficit of from one to two 
thousand dollars. This ought not to be so, and must not be so. 

The Trustees are a noble body of men, devoted to the cause of educa- 
tion and the Church. They have integrity and business ability, and will 
make good returns to Grod and the Church for all the means committed 
to their charge. The endowment must be enlarged, or the institution 
will be increasingly embarrassed. Health and growth are intimately 
connected. Then the competition of other vigorous and rising institu- 
tions will make the compari.son more and more unfavorable, diverting 
patronage and depleting power. Sanctified education, under the auspices 
of Methodism, is worthy the best appointed and most richly endowed 
university in the land. There is piety and wealth enough in the Church 
to secure it, if properly directed. 

The interests of every Methodist preacher. Church, and family are 
involved, and every Methodist heart and hand should contribute to this 
end. The members of this Conference have expressed in emphatic 
words their appreciation of this institution and of the necessity of its 
further endowment. It is now full time that this expression should 
take on the form of emphatic deeds Concentration is power. Immedi- 
ate action is the best assurance of future success. We should concen- 
trate effort with immediate application for a sufficient endowment of our 
University at Delaware. 

We, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 
Whereas^ the Conference have voted, with careful deliberation, to 
endow a professorship by raising thirty thousand dollars for that pur- 
pose ; and toAereas, the last General Conference recommended the raising 
of a Memorial Fund during the Centenary year of the existence of the 
Government of the United States, and its appropriation to the support of 
our literary institutions ; therefore, 

1. Resolved^ That we will endeavor to raise during this year such a 
thank-offering as shall be worthy of a government of freedom and of a 
patriotic Church, and that at least thirty thousand dollars of the amount 
be applied to the endowment of the “ Cincinnati Conference Professor- 
ship ” in the University. 

. 2. Resolved, That we will continue our efforts in behalf of the Uni- 
versity, that the largest measure of ability and usefulne.ss may be real- 
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ized, and that we earnestly commend it to all our people for their liberal 
contributions, and to those who are disposing of their property by will 
that they remember this worthy enterprise in their bequests. 

3. Resolved^ That for the purpose of raising the proposed endowment, 
the subscriptions be divided into shares of one thousand dollars, five 
hundred dollars, and one hundred dollars ; and we pledge ourselves to 
use our earnest endeavors to present the subject personally to the mem- 
bers of our several charges, and induce as many as possible to contribute to 
this fund according to their individual ability ; and, with the Lord’s help, 
we hope to be able ourselves to take some stock in this paying investment. 

4. Resolved^ That, for the carrying forward of this work, the following 
Committees be appointed from the various districts of this Conference, 
and that, should any vacancies occur, it shall be the duty of the Educa- 
tional Society of this Conference to provide a supply : 

East Cincinnati District — Presiding Elder, Chairman ; A. B. Leonard, J. K. 
Wright, C. W. Rowland. 

West Cincinnati District — Presiding Elder, Chairman ; James Murray, C.

5. Resolved^ That we recognize with unfeigned gratification the pros- 
perity of the University under the administration of Rev. L. D. M’Cabe, 
D. 1)., LL. D., as its acting president, and that we hereby request the 
presiding Bishop to appoint him as Professor of Philosophy, which po- 
sition he has so faithfully honored. 

6. Resolved^ That we hail with great satisfaction the election of Rev. 
C. H. Payne, D. D., also a member of our Conference, as president of 
the University, and that we believe his abilities and devotion will contrib- 
ute much to the continued usefulness of the institution. 

7. Resolved^ That John Davis, M. D., be elected a trustee of the 
University for the term of five years, from June 22, 1876. 

8. Resolved^ That W. L. Hypes and James M. Stephenson be ap- 
pointed the Visiting and Examining Committee to the University for the 
coming year.

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Xenia College. 

Thts institution is in successful operation. Good health and a good 
spiritual condition have been enjoyed by those in attendance. The 
Normal session for teachers and those preparing to teach, held in August, 
was largely attended, and full of interest. The College is pleasantly 
located, and its boarding arrangements are home-like and satisfactory. 
President William Smith is an experieneed and successful educator. 

The Faculty for the coming year will include Prof. C. M. Galloway in 
the Chair of Languages^ and Prof. Presser, late of the Boston Conserva- 
tory of Music, will have charge of the department of Music. The whole 
corps of teachers has been selected with care, and warrant the high 
degree of confidence reposed in the institution by its friends. 

We commend this institution to the patronage of our people, and 
recommend the appointment as visitors and examiners for the coming 
year the pastors of our Churches in Xenia, Grace and Raper of Dayton, 
and of Springfield and Yellow Springs. 

Hillsboro Female College. 

This institution having been referred to a special committee, we only 
recommend: 

1. That the Presiding Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. J. M’Dowell 
Mathews, D. D., as President. 

2. That J. F. Chalfant, L. F. Van Cleve, A. Meharry, M. Dustin, L. 
Clark, S. D. Clayton, and C. Ferguson be appointed Trustees. 

3. That the Presiding Elder of Hillsboro District and the pastors of 
Hillsboro and Greenfield be appointed Visiting and Examining Commit- 
tee for current year. 

Cincinnati Wesleyan College. 

This institution for the education of young women, occupying the 
commodious and elegant structure on Wesley Avenue, enjoyed great 
prosperity during the past year, two hundred and thirty-four difierent 
pupils having been in attendance. The graduating class numbered nine- 
teen members. 

Rev. D. H. Moore, D. D., of this Conference, has been elected to the 
presidency. He enters upon his work at the opening of the College 
year, assisted by a large corps of experienced teachers. 

That Dr. Moore has accepted this position, and enters upon his respon- 
sible work with marked ability and zeal, gives abundant reason for con- 
gratulation both to the College and its patrons. We feel assured that 
the institution, having a high reputation in the past, will be carried for- 
ward to a higher degree of prosperity under his administration. 

The interior of the building has been newly painted and improved. 

The College of Music (Prof. Carl Barus, Dean of the Faculty) deserves 
especial mention, and certainly offers unusual advantages to those seeking 
the mastery of this noble science. 

The aim of the Wesleyan is to combine thoroughness of scholarship 
with genuine piety and true womanly culture.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SPRING- 
FIELD COLLEGE, IN PART. 

The name of this institution was changed by act of the Legislature, 
February 13, 1851, from Ohio Conference High-school to that of Spring- 
field Female College and High-school. A bequest was made to this 
College by the late John M’Fadden, of Montgomery County, Ohio, de- 
vising from his estate $1,500, which was increased, in the settlement of 
his estate, to $1,800, and is subject to its own conditions only. By these 
conditions, it was given to the use of the Springfield Female College and 
High-school; but the original amount was to be preserved intact, and 
only the interest used; and in the event of the discontinuance of the 
institution, this bequest was to be under the control of the Cincinnati 
Annual Conference, for a similar purpose elsewhere. (See document. 
Will, No. 6.) 

It is known that, in the Summer of 1869, the Springfield Female Col- 
lege and High-school suspended its operations, and has not since 
resumed; and the buildings have been leased to the Springfield Board 
of Common Schools, and more recently to a local corporation, over which 
the Conference has no control whatever. Hence, the proceeds of this 
bequest, then amounting to $1,800, have been accumulating, and should, 
in the opinion of your Committee, he added to the principal. . This, at 
six per cent per annum, for six years, or until 1875, would make an 
aggregate of $2,448 in the treasury for the purpose named ; and they 
beg leave to recommend that this fund be collected and placed in the 
hands of the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the Ohio Wesleyan 
University, the proceeds thereof to be used, in accordance with the terms 
of the will, for the promotion of education in said Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity; and if the Springfield Female College and High-school shall 
not resume operations, as its charter requires, then said fund be placed 
to the credit of the Cincinnati Annual Conference, in the name of the 
donor, for the permanent endowment of the said Ohio Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, and as the fulfillment, in part, of the pledge of the said Conference 
for the endowment of said institution, by raising $30,000 for the purpose.

1. The Committee on Periodicals and Book Concern Claims report 
that they find an indebtedness, by pastors, to the Book Concern, so large 
in amount and of so long standing, that if it is not soon reduced, it 
must certainly, erelong, embarrass the business of the publishing house ; 
and we recommend the Agents, if practicable, to adopt some more effect- 
ive methods of collection. 
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2. That we recommend the Book Agents to provide such a system of 
statistical blanks for the pastors as will exhibit the circulation of peri- 
odicals within our Annual Conlerence bounds each year. 

3. That, editorially, our Cliurch periodicals are guided with marked 
ability and discretion, and are of character to commend themselves as 
household companions for children and adults, and we recognize them as 
indispensable helpers in the pastorates over which God has appointed us 
to feed his flock. 

4. The Quarterly Review maintains its high position as one of the 
leading periodicals of its class, an honor not only to our Church, but to the 
country at large. In its various editorial departments, and particularly 
that of book notices, it is, in our judgment, without aq equal.

REPORT 01^ CENTENNIAL OBSERVANCE. 



Whereas, the dealings of God with our nation during the century 
which closes with the present year have been so marked and signal that 
our Church and people ought to seek, by appropriate religious services, 
to declare their faith in Him that ruleth among the nations of the world, 
and their gratitude for the manifold blessings which He has bestowed 
upon us ; and. 

Whereas, this gratitude should have appropriate expression in lib- 
eral contributions to our educational institutions, the better to conserve 
and perpetuate the government under which we have had so great peace 
and prosperity; therefore. 

Resolved., That our centennial services shall begin with the appropriate 
observance of the “Children’s Bay” — the first Sabbath in June — and 
that, to the programme appointed by the Bishops an additional Sabbath 
between the Children’s Bay and July 4th shall be given in each 
station and at each appointment in our Conference. 

Resolved, That we will observe the following order of the last General 
Conference : 

“The gifts of our people shall be devoted to the cause of education, and shall 
be applied either to a local or a general object. The local object shall be the 
endowment of educational institutions under the patronage of the Annual Con- 
ferences and the increase of existing educational funds. The “general object” 
shall be the aid of needy young men called to the ministry or needy young 
women called to the missionary work in our Church in preparing for their 
respective spheres of duty, and the contributions for this object, together with 
all contributions not designated for other objects, shall constitute a fund to be 
known as the National Centenary Fund, to be held in trust and administered 
by the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the principal 
forever to remain intact, the interest alone to be used for the above-named pur- 
poses, under such regulations as the General Conference shall from time to 
time prescribe.” 

1. Resolved, That the local object above named shall be Ohio Wesleyan 
University, and that we will endeavor to raise $30,000 to endow a Cin- 
cinnati Conference Professorship. 
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2. Resolved^ That all other contributions from our people to other 
educational institutions of our Church shall be reported as a part of our 
centennial offering. J. M. Walden, Chairman. 



REPORT OX SUXOAY-SCHOOLS. 

We are more than ever persuaded that the Sunday-school is the great 
agent in the conversion of the children of the land, and the great auxil- 
iary of the Church in increasing its membership. We are persuaded, 
also^ that the great .success of the Sunday-school cause during the past 
year, the organization of 539 new schools, the addition of 6,050 teachers, 
and the ingathering of 56,791 scholars, is due largely to the systematic 
course of study and training so generally adopted now. We therefore 
heartily commend the Sunday-school to the middle-aged and the aged, as 
well as the young ; and recommend that classes for the aged be organized 
in all our schools. 

We commend it to parents, not as an institution to supplant parental 
obligation to train up their children in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, but to stimulate, direct, and supplement their efforts, and 
recommend their presence in the school as often as possible. 

As a part of the Church, we recommend it to pastors, to their general 
oversight, and hearty co-operation, by both counsel and active labor. 

We recommend that, wherever possible, Methodist Sunday-schools be 
organized according to the Disciplinary plan, and that special attention 
be given to the directions respecting superintendents, teachers, examina- 
tions, reports, literature, missionary collections, and normal classes. 

We recommend that the “ Berean Series” of Sunday-school instruction 
be adopted by all schools throughout our connection ; and that teachers’ 
meetings be held for the careful preparation of the lesson, and the best 
method of giving instruction; and that we urge the presence of the 
teachers at all these meetings. 

We recommend that, as far as possible, teachers of practical Christian 
experience be secured, and especially for Bible classes; and that where 
competent teachers can not be found for such classes, that the pastor 
take the eharge. 

We recommend that, in every charge, institutes be held, conducted by 
competent leaders, and aided by the officers and managers of the Sunday- 
school Union, to which our Sunday-school workers shall be invited; and 
further, that the general Sunday-school work may increase and abound 
more and more, let us urge upon our people more liberal contributions 
to this worthy cause.

REPORT ON THE FREEDMEN’S AID SOCIETY. 



This Society was called into existence for a work essential to our 
Church enterprise in the South, which did not legitimately come within 
the province of any of our benevolent societies, and has for its aims the 
education, elevation, and evangelization of the emancipated slaves of the 
United States. 

The, entire South is incorporated as the field in which this Society 
operates, from the Ohio River and the Potomac to the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Rio Grande. Texas alone is equal, in extent of territory, to 
forty-nine States the size of Connecticut. This vast missionary field lies 
at our very doors. We have not to cross oceans and deserts to reach it; 
a few hours, or days, of travel will bring us to any part of this vineyard. 
Its inhabitants number more than four millions — more than one-twentieth 
of the sons of Africa at our very doors crying for help. 

Providence has but two recognized modes of evangelization : by send- 
imr Christians into pagandom, and sending pagans into Christendom. 

We would have it remembered, also, that their language is our own. 
Teachers may begin at once to teach and preach. It is not necessary to 
spend months and years to learn a foreign language before commencing 
labor. These people are in a condition of ignorance, degradation, and su- 
perstition. They are what centuries of oppression will render any race 
of people. They have been made chattels, bought and sold as beasts in 
market; they have been shut up in darkness and ignorance; and now 
that they have been liberated from corporal bondage, they are still 
groaning for mental and spiritual freedom. 

The South has never enjoyed the privilege of free public-schools, and 
this system of education wants to be inaugurated. As yet, only a few 
schools have been organized along the railroads and coast; but these 
have been sufficient to impart partial instruction to only one-eighth of 
the population. 

They want help; they need it ; THEY MUST HAVE it! 

More than three hundred thousand dollars have been expended by this 
Society in educational work in the South, and more than one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars have been permanently invested in school 
property. The amount of money expended annually in the support of 
these schools depends upon the number and advancement of the pupils, 
and ranges from two to twenty-five hundred dollars. 

The collections of the Cincinnati Conference for the year 1873-4 
aggregated $2,460.06; for the year 1874-5, aggregated $4,876.26, almost 
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double the collections for the previous year. This ought to be increased 
still further for the ensuing year. 

THE WORK YET TO BE DONE. 

1. The preparation of young men called of God to preach the Gospel. 
There is needed one hundred every year for our Southern work. Only 
a few of these have even an elementary education. They must be 
trained in the doctrines of the Bible and our Church. This is the great 
work we are pushing with all our energy. 

2. The preparation of young men and women to teach school, that 
they may become pioneers in the elevation of their race. In elevating 
a race, help must come from its own ranks. 

3. The elevation of the colored women of the South. No race can be 
elevated while the wives, mothers, and daughters are subjects of lust and 
vice. Our female teachers visit the homes of the freedraen, inculcate 
the importance of economy, neatness, industry, virtue, and religion, in 
addition to their labors in the day and Sunday-school. 

4. For the accomplishment of this work, our Biblical and Normal 
Schools must be sustained, additional buildings must be erected for 
schools and boarding purposes, salaries of teachers paid, apparatus and 
libraries furnished. 

Therefore be it — 

Resolued, That our preachers lay this cause before their several charges 
as supplementary to our Missionary Society, and employ all their influ- 
ence to incite the membership to respond more liberally to the call of 
this Society.

2. To approximate this plan of uniformity we would recommend that 
the stew^urd or stewards of each society, assisted by two or three judici- 
ous members of the society, take a list of all the members and make a 
fair and equitable assessment of the amount to be raised, and then bring 
the assessment thus made before the society or otherwise, as the steward 
may deem best, and get every member to agree to pay the amount 
assessed against him or some other just amount, weekly or quarterly, as 
may be agreed upon, and let a quarterly and annual report be made by 
the steward to the society of all moneys received from the members and 
how appropriated. 

3. We recommend to our preachers to nominate, and our Quarterly 
Conferences only to elect, such men to the office of stewards as have 
religious and business qualifications for the office, as so much of our 
financial success depends upon their efficiency and fidelity, and that our 
pastors urge upon them the responsibility of their trust. 

4. That we recommend to all our charges to allow the pastors a gen- 
erous support, as it can not be expected that a pastor, embarrassed in 
his means of living, or who is struggling to maintain his family upon 
a meagre allowance, can give his undivided attention to his legitimate 
work. We also desire that the district stewards do the same for our 
presiding elders. 

5. That all our preachers be requested to have this report read to 

their congregations as soon as practicable, and urge upon them its 
adoption.

HEPORT THE OBSERVANCE OF THE SABBATH. 



In view of the prevailing disregard of God’s law concerning the Sab- 
bath, it is highly important that the voice of the Church be clear on this 
subject. Wo, therefore, submit the following: 

1. The Divine law, “Remember the Sabbath to keep it holy,” is not 
limited to any age, people, or country, but is of universal application ; 
general and State governments, corporations and individuals being alike 
under obligation to observe it. 

2. The civil law against Sabbath desecration should be enforced by 
the civil authorities, and we hold them guilty of unwarranted neglect of 
duty so long as those laws are a dead letter upon our statute-books. 

3. Not forgetting the apostolic injunction to “avoid the appearance of 
evil,” we should discourage all practices that bear a suspicious resem- 
blance to the Sabbath-breaking, which we condemn in the irreligious. 

4. We regard the opening of art halls, public libraries, and similar 
places of resort on the Sabbath day not only wrong in itself, but believe 
that its tendency is to produce a more general laxity on the subject of 
Sabbath desecration, and that it should, therefore, be discouraged by all

Church. 

REPORT OlSr PARSONAGES. 

The Committee on Parsonages beg leave to report that there were 
last year seventy-nine parsonages within the bounds of our Conference. 
The average number of additions annually made is about one and a half. 
The present year is, however, an exception, as the statistics of this Con- 
ference indicate a decrease of two, notwithstlMading one is known to have 
been added by Port Union Charge. On several charges, therefore, par- 
sonages heretofore reported must, by some means, have passed out of the 
hands of the Church, or there must be a failure to make a full report. 

As there are about thirty charges still destitute of parsonages, it will, 
at the former rate of increase, take about twenty years to furnish every 
charge to which married ministers are appointed, to give every one a 
parsonage. But some of the presiding elder’s districts are sufficiently 
defined to enable the Churches in those districts also to begin the enter- 
prise of erecting suitable dwellings to accommodate presiding elders. 
By vigorously prosecuting this enterprise, by both ministers and people, 
especially the latter, and applying the large sums annually paid for rent, 
every charge would soon be furnished with a parsonage. 

Your Committee would offer for adoption the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That we urge all the members of this Conference, who 
may be appointed to charges destitute of parsonages, to use great dili- 
gence to procure them. 

2. Resolved, That we declare it as the manifest duty of all our brethren 
who occupy parsonages, to see that they are furnished with suitable, 
heavy furniture, kept in good repair, beautified with shade-trees and 
shrubbery, and utilized with fruit-trees and every available convenience. 

3. Resolved, That we respectfully request the constant observance on 

the part of pastors, people, and presiding elders, of the provisions of the 
Discipline on this subject. G. M. Edgar, President.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE.

We 
need, therefore, only to urge all to conform more and more to Bible 
teaching in this regard. Every man, woman, and child should be 
pledged to total abstinence. To reach such a result, all organizations 
which seek to^ nculcate total abstinence principles and practices should 
be encouraged. Let our Sabbath-schools become temperance societies. 
Let the pledge be carried into the family that parents and children, by 
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signing it, may declare their purpose to keep alcohol from their home. 
Hold public meetings and temperance conceits just as often as will pro- 
mote the cause. Let each and all be determined^ diligent^ untiring, and 
persistent in their efforts., Let there be earnest, united, fervent prayer to 
God Let there be calm and constant reliance upon his almighty arm 
until the prevalence of voluntary total abstinence, guarded by enforced 
legal prohibition, shall indicate a millennium begun.

ADDRESS OF RET. J. F. WRIGHT, D.D., COIVFEREXCE 

ETAXGEEIST. 



To the Bishops and Members of the Cincinnati Conference: 

My Dear Brethren, — Since we assembled in our last session, a year 
ago, on the 30th of July, 1875, I completed my eightieth year in life. 
On the 14th of August, I entered the sixty-third year of my spiritual 
life, and shall soon close the sixty-first year of my ministerial labors in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

At the tenth verse of the ninetieth Psalm, the inspired David has 
furnished an appropriate and beautiful comment on the state and pros- 
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pects of those who have attained to my age. It reads thus: “ The days 
of our years are threescore years and ten ; and if by reason of strength 
they be fourscore years, yet is their strength labor and sorrow; for it is 
soon cut off, and we fly away.” 

This labor and sorrow indicates the infirmities of age, with their 
attendant troubles. And if the man of fourscore years performs any 
work, it may be expected his physical strength, being so small, will be 
exhausted, and sometimes, as the good book has it, “the grasshopper 
shall become a burden.” 

Sorrow may refer to the loss of many endeared friends — the death of 
children — and it often happens the grand center of the home circle, the 
wife, the mother, is taken, which may overwhelm the entire household 
with sorrow. So far, I have realized but little sorrow, compared with 
many others ; yet I have had enough to train my mind and heart so as 
to have an experience to appreciate the sufferings of others, and have a 
heart overflowing with sympathy for the comfort and relief of the afflicted 
and the bereaved. 

I have tried to keep the words and example of St. Paul before me: 
“ The father of mercies and God of all comfort, who comforteth us in all 
our tribulation, that we may be able to comfort them which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort wherewith we ourselves are comforted of God.” 

I know not what sorrow may await me in my short remnant of life. I 
have placed implicit trust in my Almighty Savior in all the labor and 
sorrow that he may permit to come upon me. By his help I will endure 
it all, as seeing him who is invisible, and until I am cut off from time. 

The last clause in the sentence is full of consolation to the Christian — 
the faithful believer in Christ. 

“And we fly away.” This must refer to the pure and well prepared 
souls making their exit from earth to heaven. Not fly away as did 
Enoch and Elijah, but like Stephen, Lazarus, Alfred Cookman, and 
Thomas M. Eddy. 0! what triumph did he realize when he saw eter- 
nity dawn ! 0 ! let me die the death of the righteous, and let my last 

end be like his. 

My endeared brethren, it is hardly to be expected that I shall be present 
to answer at roll-call at your next annual session. Whether I shall live 
that long or die sooner, I solicit your earnest prayers that I may be 
holy, and have an abundant entrance into the everlasting kingdom of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. I shall anticipate the arrival of many who listen 
to this address, and hope to see them in that better land where there is 
no sorrow.

such an evangelical day had dawned at last upon Puebla and the scene 
of their sufferings. To God be all the glory.

MEMOIRS. 



REV. WILLIAM ROUTLEDGE. 



William Routledge was bora in Kirkuswald, Cumberland County, 
England, August 24, 1806, where he resided until 1832, when he and 
his eldest sister emigrated to America, and settled near Worcester, Mass. 
Here he assisted in forming a class, and became its first leader; here he 
was licensed to exhort and to preach, and here he was married to his 
now bereaved widow May 12, 1834. 

About two years later, he removed to Ohio and located in Old Town, 
where he continued to reside until 1843, when he was admitted into the 
Ohio Annual Conference. He was ordained deacon at Columbus, Ohio, 
Sept. 30, 1838, by Bishop Waugh ; and elder at Chillicothe, Ohio, Oct 1, 
1843, by Bishop Soule. His effective ministry comprised a period of 
twenty-seven years, and he received successively the following appoint- 
ments : 1843, Milton ; 1844-5, Eaton ; 1846, Troy ; 1847, Union ; 1848- 
9, Miami ; 1850-51, North Bend ; 1852, Fulton ; 1853-4, Milford ; 1855- 
6, Felicity; 1857-8, Waynesville; 1859-60, South Charleston; 1861, 
Miami again; 1862-3, Centenary; 1864-6, Mainville; 1867-8, Amelia; 
1869, New Town. This was his last appointment, he being granted a 
superannuated relation at the Conference of 1870, held in Piqua. 

As a Christian, brother Routledge was sincere. When eighteen years 
of age, he became awakened on the subject of religion, and in about two 
months he was enabled by faith to experience the remission of his sins. 
Thereafter he sought and obtained the evidence of a pure heart, and con- 
tinued to live and profess a full salvation during the remainder of his 
life. As a preacher, he was earnest and effective. His sermons abounded 
in Scriptural illustrations, and evinced the most careful preparation. 
As a pastor, he was diligent. He made it a rule to visit, converse and 
pray with every member of his charge. As a disciplinarian, he was 
strict. He loved the rules of the Church, and enforced them for con- 
science’ sake. 

Brother Routledge had a partial stroke of paralysis some years ago, 
which disabled him from ministerial labor. This was followed by two 
other attacks, the last of which occurred on the evening of April 21, 
1875. He lingered until April 28, when, at.one o’clock in the morning, 
his spirit vacated its tenement of clay and entered the mansion of eternal 
rest. “ Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord; yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may rest from their labors, and their works do follow them.”

REV. M. G. PURKHISER. 



The subject of this memoir. Rev. Micah Gilbert Purkhiser, was 
born in Washington Township, Clermont County, Ohio, October 15th, 
A. D. 1813. 

Brother Purkhiser was reared to the occupation of a farmer, and 
hence became early familiar with the privations and toils incident to 
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this import<'int calling. His meagre educational advantages were so 
industriously employed as to fit him for the work of school-teaching, 
which occupation employed portions of his early manhood’s years. 

When in his nineteenth year he attended a camp-meeting held on the 
Gregg Camp-ground, and being convinced by the Spirit of God that he 
needed a new heart, kneeled at the same altar of penitence with R. S. (now 
bishop) Foster; and, at about the hour of midnight, received the pre- 
cious evidence of the divine adoption. The next morning, August 28, 
1832, he gave his name to the Church, from the records of which it has 
never been erased. Being only transferred from one position to another 
until, on the morning of the 29th of April, 1875, it was inscribed upon 
the roll of the “white-robed company” surrounding the eternal throne.' 

Soon after his conversion, the Church, recognizing the spirit that was 
in him, called him to ofl&cial position in the capacity of an exhorter. 
This relation he sustained with honor until the Summer of 1834, at 
which time he was licensed to preach. After exercising his gifts as a 
local preacher for the space of one year, he was recommended to the 
traveling connection, received on trial by the Ohio Annual Conference, 
and appointed to Monroe Circuit, in Michigan Territory. It was no 
ordinary sacrifice for the diffident young man to leave behind him the 
associations he held most dear and start for this distant and rugged field. 
The work for which he had gone forth was immediately commenced by 
preaching in the Court-house, in the town of Monroe, on the evening of 
his arrival. During the year he rode about two thousand miles, preached 
nearly two hundred times, obtained many seals to his ministry, and for 
his support received the modest sum of S47.37J. 

His second appointment was to Spring Arbor Circuit, also in Michi- 
gan Territory, as the colleague of Rev. J. Kinnear. 

During this year certain conference boundaries were so changed as to 
leave brother Purkhiser outside the bounds of his chosen Ohio Confer- 
ence. He attended, however, the session of his Conference in Michigan, 
and received deacon’s orders at the hands of Bishop Roberts. 

Finding it impossible to secure a transfer to Ohio, he asked, and was 
granted, a location. This was not done with any expectation of laying 
aside the active work of the ministry, but because of an intimation that, 
by so doing, he could obtain work in Ohio under the direction of a pre- 
siding elder, and subsequently regain his conference standing. 

The Ohio Conference met this year in Xenia, and at the close of the 
session brother Purkhiser was gratified to learn that he was to be em- 
ployed as assistant preacher on Georgetown Circuit. 

At the close of the year, bearing a recommendation from the Quarterly 
Conference of Georgetown Circuit, he attended, for the first time, the 
session of the Ohio Conference, held in Columbus, and presided over by 
Bishop Waugh. He was readmitted to the Conference, and (very much 
to his astonishment) appointed to the West Charge, Cincinnati, as the 
. colleague of William H. Raper. 

The next session of the Conference was held in Ninth-street Church, 
Cincinnati, at which time brother Purkhiser attained to the full order of 
the Christian ministry, being ordained elder by Bishop Soule on Sunday, 
September 22, 1839. 
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His next appointment was to Batavia Circuit, where he remained for 
two years with William Parrish, preacher-in-charge. On the 14th of 
April, 1840, he was united in marriage to Miss Pamelia Morris, of 
Batavia. 

His subsequent appointments were: 1841, Fulton; 1842-3, Guyan- 
dotte, West Virginia; 1844, Frankfort; 1845-6, West Union; 1847, 

Highland; 1848, New Lexington; 1849, West White Oak; 1850-1, 

New Richmond; 1852-3, Goshen; 1854-5, Clarksville ; 1856-7, High- 
land; 1858-0, Lynchburg; 1860-1, New Market; 1862, Union; 1863, 

Miamisburg and Germantown ; 1864, New Paris ; 1865-7, Highland ; 

1868, Sinking Springs. Of these last named appointments he had 
charge, except one year at New Market, with J. R. Stilwell, and one at 
Union, with J. G. Black. He had as colleagues during these years, in 
addition to those named, James F. Dolliver, J. M. Gatch, William H. 

Sutherland, Jacob Holmes, J, W. Fowble, H. M. Curry, E. G. West 
J. C. Maddy, Isaac Neff, J. H. Herron, G. M. Edgar, William N. Maxey, 

J. M. Walden, George H. Dart, J. H. Middleton, and Thomas Loyd. 

At the Conference of 1869, which met in Hillsboro, brother Purkhi- 
ser, feeling the weight of accumulating years and the growing responsi- 
bilities of an afflicted son, whom he could no longer safely leave at night, 
asked a supernumerary relation, which was freely granted him. He 
then removed with his family from Sinking Springs t® a farm, previously 
purchased, about four and one-half miles north-east from Hillsboro, 
where he expected to pass the evening of life in peace and quietude. i 

The Winter of 1874-5 was one of protracted affliction in the family of 
brother Purkhiser, requiring his presence at home almost constantly. 

He felt the consequent privation, but murmured riot. In the Spring of 
1875 he was attacked by an obstinate case of jaundice, which it was 
found impossible to remove. 

He was frequently visited by ministerial and other brethren and 
spoken to upon the subject of death. To him the great foe of our 
humanity discovered no frightful mien. His expressions were always 
prompt, clear, and satisfactory. Such expressions as “ I know whom I 
have believed;” “I have the cordial and the balm,” were of frequent 
occurrence. At another time he said, “ The wires are laid and the poles 
are all up from stony point to head-quarters.” When asked, the evening 
before his death, if he had a message to his brethren of the Conference, 
he said, “ Tell them I am triumphing gloriously. Tell them to preach 
Jesus and the resurrection and they need have no fear of death.” Ilis 
funeral sermon was preached by his presiding elder. Rev. S. D. Clayton, 
from 2 Cor. iv, 17 : “ Our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us,” etc. The mortal part was then borne to its resting- 
place in the cemetery at New Boston, near which he had lived and died. 

A prince and a mighty man in Israel has fallen ; but he fell with the 
victor’s palm in his uplifted hand, and the conqueror’s crown upon his 
saintly brow. His preaching “ was not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spirit and of power.” As an 
administrator of discipline, he was conscientious and faithful. As a 
friend and counselor, he could be safely trusted. As a husband and 
father, he was kind, mild, and loving, looking well to the ways of his

household and scorning to eat the bread of idleness. As a Christian, he 
lived in an atmosphere of cheerfulness and love, promptly performing 
every known duty and constantly seeking divine guidance in the small 
as well as great affairs of life. Surely the world is better aud heaven 
richer for his having lived and died. R. E. Smith. 



REV. N. C. PARRISH. 

Rev. Nathaniel Conrey Parrish, son of the late Rev. William 
Parrish, was born in West Chester, Ohio, August 17, 1834. 

February 2, 1863, he was married to Miss Susan Jarratt, who thence- 
forth shared with him, as an efficient helpmeet, the toils and joys of life, 
and who yet survives. 

In 1 855, while a student in Brookville College, he was happily converted 
and received into the Church under the ministry of the late l)r. T. M. 
Eddy. He soon after felt impressed that he was called by the Holy 
Ghost to preach the Gospel ; but so difficult did he find it to abandon his 
life plans that he did not give himself up to that work for nearly ten 
years. At last his convictions became so settled and thorough, that to 
hesitate longer seemed a sin, and- he at once applied for work in the 
Kentucky Conference, and was employed by the presiding elder on 
Vanceburg Charge. 

In the Fall of 1865 he* was admitted to the Cincinnati Conference, and 
appointed to Venice Circuit. His subsequent appointments were as fol- 
lows; namely, in 1866-7, to Way ne-street, Piqua; 1867-8, Carr-street, 
Cincinnati; 1868-9, Venice Circuit; 1869-70, Miami Circuit; in 1871, 
to Morrow Station, where he remained three years. At the Conference 
of 1873 failing health warned him to rest for a season, and he asked a 
superannuated relation. 

Most of the following Winter was spent in travel, and health was so 
far restored that he was able to fill out the unexpired term of the 
lamented brother Curry on Fletcher Circuit. Here, however, his unre- 
mitting labor proved too severe a strain upon his enfeebled powers, and 
he again received a superannuated relation. A complication of diseases 
baffled the skill of physicans, and gradually there came to him the con- 
viction that his work was done. Though lingering many months, he 
never preached again. 

Hr. Parrish was a man of sterling worth. Like a true son of Wesley, 
he knew “the rules of a preacher, especially the first, tenth, and twelfth, 
and kept them for conscience’ sake.” Of him it could be truthfully said, 
he was “ diligent, never unemployed, never triflingly employed.” Dur- 
ing his entire ministry he was in the habit of spending from six to ten 
hours per day in study. Theology, the languages and the sciences were 
his delight. 

As a preacher he was earnest, practical, and often eloquent. His 
sermons were prepared with great care, his themes well selected, and 
his style attractive. His aim seemed to be to keep the consciences of his 
hearers constantly aroused while Christ was affectionately presented. 

As a pastor he was faithful. He knew his people intimately, visiting 
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them frequently and seeking opportunities to do them good. With the 
irreligious he maintained a dignified familiarity that honored his office, 
made him hosts of friends, and gave him large audiences to hear his preach- 
ing. He had a happy faculty of interesting children, and diligently 
instructed them in all his charges. He believed in our book of Disci- 
pline, and sought with firmness and great prudence to have it observed 
by all over whom he had pastoral oversight. 

His religious experience was of a steady and joyous character. His 
conversion was never doubted. He walked in the light, and to him were 
granted many seasons of blissful revelation and holy delight. In his 
last illness, which was often exceedingly painful, he was wonderfully 
sustained. Some of his utterances were, “ I should like to live to preach 
Christ, but if it is God’s will for me to suffer or die, I submit joyfully.” 
“ His will is always good.” “ It is wonderful how I am sustained.” 
“ During all these weeks not a cloud has obscured my sky.” When 
asked for a message for the brethren of his conference, he said : “ Give 
them all my love; I might send them an exhortation to faithfulness, but 
they are all good men and I will only send them my love.” For his 
only child, a little son of five, he expressed some anxiety, but said that 
he could confidently commend him to the same God who had been a 
father to him in his orphanage. His last sentence was a message exhort- 
ing his sister and brothers to meet him in heaven. Calmly he passed 
from the labor and pain of earth, on Monday, February 15, 1.875, to the 
reward of heaven. R. K. Deem. 



REV. ERWIN HOUSE. 

Erwin House was born at Worthington, nine miles north of Columbus, 
Ohio, February 17, 1824. His parents, Lyman B. and Sarah House, 
were natives of New Haven, Connecticut. At the age of thirteen, during 
a religious awakening in Dockland, nine miles north of Cincinnati, he 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. In the Fall of 1841, he 
entered the Woodward College, Cincinnati, graduating in 1846. 

In 1849 he was granted license as a local minister in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, by the Quarterly Conference of Ninth-street (now 
Trinity Church), Cincinnati. In 1865 he was admitted into the Cincin- 
nati Conference. As early as 1837, Mr. House commenced contributing 
to the newspaper press, and in 1847 was employed as assistant editor of 
the Ladies' Repository. From March, 1851, to December, 1852, he had 
sole editorial charge of this magazine, when, by the Book Committee, 
D. W. Clark was appointed its editor. 

His first published work, “Sketches for the Young,” a 16mo of 320 
pages, appeared in 1847, and rapidly passed through five editions. La- 
ter he published the following works : “The Missionary in Many Lands,” 
“ The Homilist,” the “ Scripture Cabinet,” and the “ Sunday-School 
Hand-book.” 

The temperance cause had in him an active and efficient worker, an 
able and hearty advocate. His fame as a Sunday-school author, speaker, 
and worker, was recognized not only in his own Church, but widely out- 
side. As a speaker to children he had very few equals. Dignified, win- 
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ning in tone and manner, rich and apt in illustrating truth, he never 
lacked for listeners. As a writer he was terse and compact, at times 
highly imaginative and picturesque, yet never turgid or bombastic. 

In an editorial capacity Mr. House served the Church without the in- 
terruption of a week, for more than twenty-five years. He was associa- 
ted in his editorial work with the following, some of whom are not now 
living: Bishop L. L. Hamline, Charles Elliott, Bishop Edward Thomson, 
Bishop Matthew Simpson, Dr. B. F. Teflft, Prolessor W. C. Larrahee, 
Bishop D. W. Clark, Bishop Calvin Kingsley, Dr. J. Morrison lleid. 
Bishop I. W. Wiley, Bishop S. M. Merrill and Dr. F. S. Hoyt, the pres- 
ent editor of the Western Christian Advocate.^ Modest, unpretentious 
in manner, honest in purpose, Mr. House sought the welfiire of others 
rather than his own advancement. He gave himself entirely, in glad 
and life-long service to the advancement of the cause of Christ in the 
earth. He was earnest in his devotion to the Church, systematic and 
generous in his benefactions — catholic-hearted toward the whole world. 

Mr. House was married, August, 1848, to Miss Margaret Davis. Of 
four children, but one survives, Alice House, who was born April, 1865. 

He worked up to the last hour of life. The afternoon of his last day. 
May 2 ), 1875, found him in the discharge of his duties as assistant ed- 
itor. He was in the fullness of his manhood and of his strength, possess- 
ing in an unusual degree the esteem and confidence of the Church. 
He was beloved wherever known, his friends were legion. His reputa- 
tion, already extended, was widening. His great eflSciency was on the 
increase. He was in the 'Book-room building, and was descending the 
stairs between the editorial and composing rooms. The air was filled 
with invisible spirits. Round about him were chariots and horses of 
fire. He was to be translated that he should not see death. It was 
needful that one be near him to catch the falling clay. Such a one, a 
brother and fellow-laborer, was at hand, but a step or two in advance of 
him. The lips rounded a last utterance, “ 0 Doctor, Doctor, catch me.” 
His body dropped in the arms of his editorial associate, his spirit joined 
the General Assembly and Church of the first-born. Earth is much 
poorer, heaven is far richer, now that he is absent from us. We shall 
meet him in the “sweet bye and bye.” 

Though a Church officer and a public man, he never forgot the 
Mount Auburn Methodist Episcopal Church for one hour. He bore it 
upon his heart and before God always. He was the life of the prayer- 
meeting. He was devotedly attached to the Sunday-school, and has 
most nobly and ineffaceably graven himself upon the hearts of his Bible- 
class scholars. He was a thorough and prayerful student of the Divine 
Word, and was endlessly various in his methods of teaching it. He had 
rare, almost unparalleled, facility and tact in this respect. Whether he 
preached or prayed or sung, or taught the Bible, or gave a lecture, or 
informally talked, he was equally acceptable to and beloved by his 
brethren. 

The funeral services took place in the Methodist Episcopal Church on 
Mount Auburn. Though the day was rainy, the church was crowded to 
excess. The citizens of Mount Auburn, the employes of the Book Con- 
cern, more than twenty-five clergymen of the Methodist denomination. 
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and hundreds of friends gathered to pay their last respects to the re- 
mains of the departed. We choose these utterances from many spoken 
on that occasion : 

Said Dr. Hoyt: “The memory of his virtues and excellences and 
numberless kindnesses will be gratefully and warmly cherished to the 
end of life.” 

Said Dr. Hitchcock : “ If Erwin House was not ready to die at a mo- 
ment’s warning I know not where to look in the whole range of my ac- 
quaintance for one who is.” 

Said Dr. J. M. Reid: “ He was intent on usefulness. His usefulness 
was in all his ways. He was true; had always a good purpose and 
plainly pursued it, and plans and concealments were needless. His na- 
ture was child-like in its simplicity and transparency — never narrow, 
never mean.” 

Said Bishop Foster: “There is a marked feature of his character and 
life I must call attention to — a trait rarely found — his tireless industry 
in pious endeavor outside of his immediate vocation. It is a rule, I 
think, with good men even, when they have a special calling which rea- 
sonably occupies their time, to excuse themselves from other services for 
the public. It was not so with Erwin House. For thirty years his offi- 
cial duties were remarkably heavy, — full of endless and wearisome de- 
tails. But, instead of making this an excuse, reasonable as it would 
have been, he only departed from the toil of the office to enter into other 
services of the Church.” 

Bishop Wiley said: “He had known brother House intimately, had 
been in the office alongside of him for eight years. To know him was 
to love him — one could not help loving him. He was ready to die. 
Tlie summons came, and in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, he 
was gone from us. He closed his eyes on earth, he opened them in 
heaven. John N. Irvin. 



MRS. REV. P. A. OGDEN. 

Mrs. Martha G-. Ogden, daughter of James and Prudence Given, 
was born in Morgantown, Berks County, Pennsylvania, on the 26th of 
March, 1805. From a child she feared the Lord. Favorable circum- 
stances nurtured this religious principle. In her earliest years her 
father’s house was a home of welcome and comfort to the weary itinerant, 
and became the occasional resting-place of the sainted Asbury. In early 
life she made a profession of faith in Christ, and became a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in Columbia, Pennsylvania. On the 
14th day of April, 1828, she was married to her now bereaved husband, 
then a member of the Philadelphia Conference, leaving a home of comfort 
to share with her husband in the toils and responsibilities of an itinerant 
life. For forty-six years and six months she fulfilled the duties of wife 
and mother with rare fidelity and true aflPection. 

In the care and management of a family of nine children, whom she 
lived to see grow up to maturity, she exhibited both tact and skill. They 
respected her authority. Her affection they never doubted. Most of 
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them have become members of the Church of her love, and all of them 
are its fast friends. Three of her children preceded her to the promised 
land ; to the remaining ones the memory of their mother is precious, and 
they “ rise up and call her blessed.” 

She lived a life of faith, and this prepared her for a death of triumph. 
She was in feeble health for years ; but the twelve months immediately 
preceding her death were months of suffering and patient waiting. No 
murmur escaped her lips. She saw the daily approach of death without 
alarm, and always spoke of it with the utmost composure of spirit. She 
had learned to commit herself, without reserve, to the keeping of the 
blessed Savior, and exercised an implicit trust in the merit of his atone- 
ment. Much of her time was spent in silent prayer. She realized the 
presence and preciousness of Christ through all her sickness, and experi- 
enced “his promises to be yea and -amen.” Frequently she was so filled 
with his love as “ to rejoice in him with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory.” .Jesus was her comfort by day and her song in the night, the 
silence of which was often broken by her singing, with tremulous voice, 
a stanza of a favorite hymn, as follows : 

“ Forever here my rest shall be. 

Close to thj’ bleeding side; 

This all my hope, and all my plea. 

For me the Savior died.” 

When the final hour came it found her ready and waiting. It was met 
in perfect consciousness. She was calm and self-possessed. Death had 
lost its terror. Its sting was gone. Surrounded by her husband, chil- 
dren, and friends, without a struggle or a groan, she sweetly fell asleep 
in Jesus, at her home in Sidney, Shelby County, Ohio, in the afternoon 
of September 15, 1874. S. B. Smith. 



MRS. OLIVIA ROE. 

We have to add to the list of honored dead the name of Mrs. Olivia 
Roe, relict of the Rev. Edward D. Roe, late of the Cincinnati Annual 
Conference. She died November 18, 1874, in the village of Yellow 
Springs, Greene County, Ohio. 

As far as I can learn, Mrs. Roe was born in Frederick County, Virginia, 
in January, 1797. She was married to Dr. E. D. Roe in 1827, who was 
converted, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 1828, and 
entered the Ohio Conference in 1832. This was the beginning of her 
itinerant life, the toils and privations of which she cheerfully bore till 
the death of her husband, in 1864. 

Mrs. Roe united with the Methodist Episcopal Church when about 
eighteen years of age, at which time she became an experimental Chris- 
tian, and made a public profession of her faith in Christ. Some time 
during the pastorate of her husband in Greenfield, Ohio, a violent attack 
of erysipelas shattered her nervous system and permanently impaired her 
health. But through all her afflictions, to w,hich were added the loneli- 
ness of widowhood and the infirmities of age, she held fast her confidence 
in Christ to the end. 
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Mrs. Roe was a woman of many excellencies, modest in her profession, 
yet a faithful witness for Jesus. She loved the house of God and its 
ordinances; and though living remote from the place of worship, and 
bearing the weight of more than threescore and ten years, would walk 
to the house of God as long as she had sufficient strength. She was 
remarkable for her cheerful spirit. Her afflictions were borne with 
patience and resignation. She was a woman of vigorous mind, enlight- 
ened by the study of God’s Word; strong in her convictions of right, and 
persistent in carrying them out, yet of a most tender and sympathizing 
heart. 

Mrs. Roc had almost reached the age of fourscore years when she 
was called to enter the heavenly rest. The call found her ready ; her 
life-journey had been in that direction. She lingered many weeks in her 
last sickness, suffering greatly, yet all the while submissive, cheerful, 
trusting in God. I never entered her room (which I did many times) 
without being greeted with a pleasant smile, or left without feeling that 
she was ripe for the better land. She uttered many expressions of trust, 
hope, and joy during her sickness. “ Jesus is with me, a precious Savior; 
I am trusting in him; All is bright and clear,” were among the words 
that fell from her dying lips. At length the 18th of November came, 
and this aged disciple and saint fell asleep in Christ. 

Funeral services were held by Revs. J. Kendall, M. P. Gaddis,# and 
pastor, and her body laid beside her husband in the Columbus Cemetery. 

We can, with the highest propriety, assign Mrs. Roe a place among 
those “elect ladies ” who have done what they could to honor the Master, 
serve his Church, and build up his kingdom in the world.

MRS. HANNAH REED. 

Mrs. Hannah Reed was the daughter of Rev. Wm. P. Finley, a 
brother of James B. and John P. Finley, all of whom with their father, 
Robert W. Finley, were members of the old Ohio Conference. 

Of Hannah’s early life we have no knowledge. She was united in 
marriage with Rev. David Reed, February 28, 1837, ^nd for thirty years 
shared with him the vicissitudes of itinerant life. Her husband was, in 
the midst of active ministerial duty, suddenly prostrated with di.sease, 
and after a brief illness closed his eyes in death, March 29, 1867. Eight 
years she lingered in widowhood. These were years of anxiety — of 
financial perplexity and domestic care; added to which was a develop- 
ment of that dreaded evil — cancer. When she realized that she was a 
victim of this fatal malady she laid her case in prayer before God, espe- 
cially requesting that she might be saved from intense suffering. God 
heard her prayer. To the astonishment of physician and friends, she 
had no pain from that hour until the death-angel came with the sum- 
mons to pass the “Dark River.” She closed her eyes in peace October 
25, 1874. Mrs. Reed possessed traits of character that greatly endeared 
her to all who knew her. She was faithful in all her relations to God, 
to her husband, and to the Church. No longer numbered with us, she 
rejoices with the redeemed.

That the Presiding Elders should be elected by the Annual Con- 
ferences constituted as above. 

Resolved, 3. That the Presiding Elders’ Districts should be arranged by the 
Bishop, subject to the approval of the Conference. 

Resolved, 4. That the lay delegates representing this Conference, in the en- 
suing General Conference, be requested to take such action as may be neces- 
sary, to have the Discipline so changed as to meet these requirements. 

A Collection amounting to three dollars and seventy cents was taken 
up, for the purpose of buying a Record Book. 

On motion, the Conference voted to return its sincere thanks to the 
citizens of Cincinnati and the brethren of St. Paul Church, for their 
kindness and hospitality ; and to the President of our Body, for the 
courtesy with which he has presided over our deliberations. 

On motion, the Conference adjourned sim die, after singing the Dox- 
ology and receiving the benediction.
